The First Church of God was organized in Auburn in 1887 by 
Rev. |.W. Markley, with a membership of 23. The congregation met 
in a frame building which stood on the site of the present Texaco gas 
station at Tenth and Jackson Streets. 


During the pastorate of Rev. H.G. Herendeen the present bui- 
Iding was erected at the southwest corner of Tenth and Jackson Sts. 
The new house of worship was dedicated to the worship of Almighty 
God on Sunday, February 26, 1905. The cost for the new building 
was $4200.00. On dedication Sunday $1576.00 was given toward 
the cost of the building leaving a deficit of $1000.00 to be raised. 


An article in the Church Advocate of March 15, 1905 stated 
that although the church would seat about 450 people, some were 
turned away on dedication day. 


The present pastor, Rev. Lloyd Harlan is the 28th pastor since 
the church was founded in 1887 and the 19th pastor to serve in the 
present building. Rev. Harlan came to Auburn in the fall of 1956. 


Many improvements have been made to the present building in 
recent years. These include carpeting floor, a new gas furnace, re- 
pointing brick exterior (which cost almost as much as the complete 
building in 1905), plaster interior walls, repair stained windows, 
put in kitchen, church office, storage room and redecorated base- 
ment classrooms. 


In 1962 the house immediately south of the church (407 S. Jack- 
son) was purchased and redecorated for the parsonage of the church 
and the pastor and family have lived here ever since. 


The church has shown a steady growth during the past several 
years. There is a need for more and better classroom facilities and 
hence a building fund has been established. It is planned that new 
facilities will be built as soon as funds are available. 


Thus we are brought to the present having been given the heri- 
tage of the past. Now it is our responsibility to use what we have 
been given for the purpose of bringing honor and glory to God, and 
to present Jesus Christ to our community and to the world. 


Therefore the time is now and the need is now - to serve the
